The Chinese AnieHcahs, an illustrated hisiorv- of "the first free 
nonwhiie people to emigr_ate to Americar was selecied lo receive the 
1981 eaner G. Woodson Book Award of the Nai^onal Council for^the 
Social Studies. Written^by Milton Melizer and published by Thomas Y. 
Crowell, the book explores Chinese people s motivations for coming to 
the United States; the contributions chat their labors have made- to 
American indusirv, agriculture, and^ science; their struggles against 
prejudice and discrimination; and cheir status in American society today. 

A second book. Vie Hurdest tesson, received a sufficient number of 
votes from the award Committee to qualify for an outstanding merit 
citation. This book, written by Pamela Bullard an^ Judith Stoia and 
published by Linle, Brown and Company, presents personal accounts of 
court-ordered desegregation of Boston schools, material that was 
obtained in interviews with students, parents, teachers, administrators, 
and a Boston-police officer. We Hardest Lesson anatomizes a city and its 
population, depicting a remarkable variety of points of view to ponray 
Che impact of busing.
